Starry Vint's father was a soldier 
in Iho Civil War. When Lincoln 
called for volunteerH in '(il ho left 
his blacksmith's Hhop, and a dear 
littln wifo w horn lie had just niar- 
ri<>d, and wont "to the front." 

lie saw much hard titihtini:, and 
by diul of (jfreat biav(>ry and >Jtal hint 
devotion he was promoltvl to the 
ofBce of color-ser^reaui. lie tuld a 
comrade a few weeks after the ap- 
pointment that he would not ex- 
chanjfe his otfiee for that of fienernl- 
in-<diief of the army. Th(f same 
(!(>mradc^ tokl m^! tliat Vintr's face 
absolutely flowed with rapture 
whenever he had the flag in hit) 
hands or saw it wavinj? over him. 

Some time in the (mrly summer 
of '(5;} he came home on a furlouuh 
for the second time since h(( ha<l 
i)eoii In the aiihy; but had had 
hardly more than time to kiss his 
wife wtnui wort! oaine that I..ee was 
strikiiiK up throu^di Maryland and 
was about to enter Pennsylvania. 
Wilhonl a momc^nt's delay Ih) start- 
led to join his r<*;;inieiit. 

Four days later he was killed at 
the Battle of Gettsburj,'. A man 
who saw him die told in(« about, it. 

Vint was llKhting like a tiger, 
when a ritle-ball ])ierccd his heart, 
lie I'idl forward on the (hiK he was 
carrying; his body rolled a little 
dislanee down the hill, and as it 
did HO, tlie flag entwin<>(l itself 
about him. That was the way 
they found Mm when they gather- 
ed up the dea<l. 

Vint's wife divined the errand of 
I he man who came to tc 1 her, the 
moment he entered the floor. 

All through Ihe |)itiful story slu* 
never said a word, nor diti she 
make any outcry nor shed a single 
tear. The neighbors eame to com- 
fort hei ; her old mother cam(> 
down from th<( little farm up in tlu^ 
country ; l>ut to no one of llion, 
was she al)l(t to utter a syllable. 

'I'ime passed and Slarry Vint 
waHboin, and three days after this 
idith his mother died witlunit huv- 
ifiK spok(>n a word. Starry was 
taken by his gramlmother u]) to llu- 
little farm, and in some way, 
certainly not by reason of any 
particular care that was bestowed 
on him, he managtHl to live and to 
pro's {)er. 

It is said that he developed rapid- 
ly, and understood everything that 
was said lo him before he was a.

sound save a little moaning noise 
when \\{' was frightened or hurt. 
When he was two y<>a>'s,old he had 
not- at all improved in this reHi)eet, 
and at tJire(> ycais of age it was de- 
finitely known that he wasdundt. 

After that he had, more than 
ever, lo look out for' himself. Ills 
aflliction seemed to be re;jarded as 
a disgrace for whi(di he was re- 
sponsible, and for which he must be 
made to HUlTer. lie was compelled 
to do hard work. Any old clothing 
was uoo«l enough for him, and food 
was distiibuted to him share and 
share alike with the two dogs. In 
deed, it came to be ir(ne rally sup- 
|ios<m| that Starry was delicieni in 
intellect as well as wanting in th(> 
power of speech, and he was avoid- 
(h1, ridculed and im[)osed on accord- 
ingly. Nevertheless, he grew and 
developed, and became wonderfully 
strong. 

At the (>xe of fourteen he had no 
e((ual in the nci^iliborhood in feats 
reipuring muscular strength and 
agility. 

One day, by the exercise of n ar- 
velous daring and strength, he 
stoppeil runaway luu'se and saved a 
little girl from rthat seemed destin- 
ed to be certain death; and the 
fill her of tin* child gave him five 
doll.irs. It was over his money 
that a dilTerence of opinion arose 
between him and his uncle, with 
whom he now lived. 

The un(de thought the money 
should be use(l lo buy some neces- 
saiy clolhinn for Slarry; but the 
boy insisted, in his ilumb, gesticu- 
laiingway, that he was en.title<l to 
his clothing in consideration of his 
labor, and rather than yield the 
point he made up a bundle of what 
few belongings he had and trudged 
into town. 

lie went straight to the black- 
smith's siioi* where his fatluu' had 
been employed, and the |)roprielor, 
who knew who he was, and had 
b(>en a friend of the lad's father, 
gave him Ihe work the wanted. 

The next diiy Stany's uncle, real- 
izinu; that he had lost the use of 
some very good and cheap nuLscles, 
came to town to hunt the lad up. 

He found him readily iMiougli, 
l)nt Slarry shook his head in steady 
refusal to go back to the farm. 

The upshot of it was that all 
three: Starry, his nncle and the 
bl icksniith. came down to my oflice 
to try loelTect a settlement- of the 
matter. 

I advi-sed the uncle that he had 
no legal claim on Starry 's services; 
and Stroc.h, the blacksmith, as 
good-hearted a fellow as ever lived, 
promised to keep the boy and feed 
and clothe him in consideration of 
his labor ; and so it was settled, 
much lo the uncle's disappointment 
an«l Starry's delight, that Starry 
should remain in town. 

r think the Imy always gave me 
the entire credit for the result of 
those nejfotiatiiMis, for whonev<»r he 
met me on the street or elsewhere 
his face would light up with a smile 
of great pleasure, and frequently 
he would stop to talk with me ; not 
in spoken wonis of course, but by 
means of the most apt gestures and 
IIk' most remarkable power of facial 
expression I ever saw. 

lie «li<l well at his svork, too. 
Sti'o(di told me before lie died that 
Slarrv was tlie ino.st inlellig(>nt and 
enici<«nt help(>r he had ever had in 
th<> shop. 

It was somewhere about this time 
that I first learned why he was ('ail- 
ed "Starry." Il seems ihat from 
his early eliildhood the stars and 
stripes had had a peculiar fasciiiii- 
tion for him. lie would sit and 
watch the Mag for hours. 

One Fourth of July a kind neigh 
bor gave him a miniature fl;ig, of 
the value of live cents. It ini- 
mediatidy bccam((tli<> boy's (dioieest 
posH(>,ssion. He carri(>(l it always 
in his lireast pocket. H(< was as 
tend(>r of it as though it had been a 
living thing. Th(^ young people 
laughed a good d(^al about the boy's 
fond!i(*sH for it, and re^ard(>d it as 
one of th(5 i:liosyneriisi(>sof a mind 
not a-lloKcther sound. One day, as 
the lad was passing down the road, 
a neighbor callcil out : • 

" There goes Starry Vint!"' 

The name uaught the popular 
fancy at onee. After that Ihe 
boy was never rid of il ;nnd indeed, 
h(< inn'er wisheil lo be. His fond- 
ness for the flag and hisdevolion to 
it seem. 'd to grow upon him at* he 
;;rew. Neil her did he leave his 



passion behind him when he left 
the farm. 

One of the first things he di 
aft(>r reaching town was to spend 
the five dollars that had been given 
him for a pretty' little silk flag. 
On Memorial Day, the Fourth of 
.luly and other holidays, if the 
weather was pleasant, he always 
carried this Hag with him on the 
street in the wake of the proces- 
sion that might lie moving through 
the town. At all other times it 
serves as the only ornament in his 
little bare attic room ; and I have 
been told, by one who saw him do 
it many times, that he always kiss- 
ed the flag when he xsent to l)ed at 
night, as he would have kis.s(>d his 
mother if she had lived. 

On Memorial Day, 1880, tlietJiand 
Army Post of my town had honored 
me with an invitation to deliv(>r 
I he customary address. I acconl- 
in>;ly rode with the (diaplain and 
some of the other participants in 
the eeremonies; in a carriage near 
the lumd of the procession. 

Now and then, on the sid(>walk 
or in the sticet, always hovering 
in the shadow of the flag, I caught 
iilinipscs of Starry Vint. For sinne 
reason he had left his own flag at 
home; possildy because the low- 
hanging clouds had all Ihe moiling 
thnmtened rain. He was as care- 
ful of if as ihonghit had been a 
baby. 

I remember at one time, during 
Ihe moving of Ihe pi-ocession, see- 
ing him hasten along the Walk to 
a point some thi-eie or four blocks 
distant, and there stand on a street 
corner watching the approach of 
the flag. It was a habit he had. 
He seemed to love to see it come 
toward him. As we drew nearer I 
notified a well-dressed man, a 
stranger to me, standing at his side, 
looking also at the flag. 

A moment lat(>r, when 1 again 
luriA'd my ey(^s in their direction, 
I saw the stranger lying face down 
in the dust of the road side, and 
Starry standing ov«m' him with 
cUmicIumI fists and a face white 
with passion. 

A i)olii'(> otilcer grasped the boy 
Ity both arms and hiirri(>d him 
away to the city jail, while a dozen 
men ran to the assistance of the 
prostrate stranger. There was an 
ugly cut on the man's fondiead 
wher(> he had struck the curbstone 
in falling, and a griMit bruise was 
already pufHng up along the side of 
his face. He hail been stunned by 
tjie blow, l)ut when he recovered 
consciousness he said, what every 
one already knew, Ihat Starry Vint 
had knocked him down. 

He added, what every onesuspect- 
ed, that the assault was wholly with- 
out provocation. He said that he 
had never seen the boy nor heard 
of him before, and hardly knew 
that any one was near liim, so 
oecutned was he in wat(d»ing the 
passing procession. Neith<>r of 
them had said a word to the other, 
nor, so far as he was aware, had 
eihter of them taken any noti(^e of 
fhe other in any way, when sudden- 
ly the boy's fist idiot (Hit like light- 
ning and the cruel Idow was dealt. 
Kvery one nodded and said, "I 
(did you so," and add(>d that the 
time was now come when Slarry 
Vint should be put under n^straint. 
There was no t(dling what wild 
notion of his unbalanced mind he 
might strive to execute it left long- 
er at liberty. 

That afternoon Starry was of 
cours(x duly remanded by the ma- 
gistrate* to the county jail to await 
the .IuiH> session of court. The 
next day I went ov(>r there to see 
him. 

" Starry," I said, when we were 
aIon(> together ill Ihe cell, " Did you 
knock that man down?" 

He noddinl his head vigorously, 
iind his countenance plainly ex 
press(>d satisfaction at what he had 
done. 

"What made you do it?" I ask- 
ed. " Did the man sp(>ak to you, 
or strike yon, orinterf»>re with you 
in any way?" 

Stiirry shook his liand. 

"Then whyon(*arlli did you as- 
sault him ?" 

In reply the boy went through a 
series of pantomimic gestures, not 
on«* of which I could then under- 
stand save fho,se illuslratinir the 
blow and the fallinii victim. Fear- 
ing that tlie excit(> meiit under 
whiidi h(> WMS jilaing laboring might 
b(> injurious lo him, I (d)liged to 



leave him without having obtained 
a cine to the jiurpose of the as- 
sault. 

A few days later the stranger, 
who gave his name as Hunt, left 
town without having disclosed the 
object of his visit to us. However, 
contrary predictions fre(dy ex- 
jiressed, he returned at the June 
sestnions to prosecute the case 
against Starry. The grand juiy 
found a true bill on the indictment, 
as .s ni;.itfer of course, and on the 
evening before the trial was to take 
place 1 had the sluM'ifT bring Starry 
down to my office in order t-^ make 
a final attempt to s(dve the mystery 
of the assault, and prepare what 
ever defence could be made up. 
The effort was wholly fruitless. 

The boy made nie understand 
that Hunt was a total stranger to 
him, had never spoken a word to 
him, nor had he noticed him in any 
way before the terrible blow was 
struck. His iiantoinimie attempt 
to justify himself was wholly in- 
(umiprehensible to nie, and I was 
obliged finally to .send him back to 
the jail without having made .satis- 
factory a single point for the de- 
fence. 

While 1 was confident that in 
Starry's own mind there was suf- 
ficient justification f.T his conduct, 
I was w«dl aware that the circum- 
stances left him no escape, and I 
fully eont«*inplated askiiiy; the court 
to ordei a commission of lunacy to 
iiKpiire into his mental conditi(m. 

The next day, when the case was 
called for trial, 1 advised iStarry to 
plead guilty to the indictment and 
throw hims«df -m Ihe mercy of the 
court. Hut he gesticulated and pro- 
test (m1 so atr(nii;ly against smdi a 
proceeding that I w.is idiliu-ed to lto 
on with the case. 

The coupt-room ■. .^n umii wnh 
cnrions sp(>ctators, drawn there as 
much by the niy.stery surrounding 
the prosecutor as by the mystery 
surrounding the attack upon him. 

Mr. Hunt, Ixdng called to the 
witness-chair, related briefiy and 
(d(^arly the facts of the a.ssauli. 
He was a man of middle ajre, <>f 
courteous bearing and a<ldress, and 
il was >vident that he had 
created a favorable iin[)ression. 

I began my cros.s-examination 
without any definite olijecl in vi(>w 
save the general hope that 1 inii^ht 
strike iijion 8oniet-hinf> which would 
serve as a clue to the mystery, 
liefore I had gone far I drew from 
Hunt the fact that he had been en 
gaged for many yeai-s in an effort 
to collect from Ihe government at 
Washington a claim for pro])(>rty 
owned by him in Maryland and al- 
leged by him to have lieen destroy- 
e(l by Tnion troops just orior to th(> 
Uattle of Gettysburg. J, drew from 
him the further fact that his busi- 
ness in our town was to find, if 
possible, certain evidence n(>ces- 
sary to comphMc his e ise tx^fme Ihe 
department of claims. 

This was good a i fat as it went, 
but I eouUl not s '6 th it wt> were 
making any headway in the m ifter 
of Stairy Vint's defence; partiv'u- 
larly j s Hunt had been in the city 
but an hour when the blow was 
struck anil had not mi>ntioiied the 
olijecl of his visit to anyone. I 
struggled along with the cross-ex- 
amination for a half-hour, but eli- 
cited no new facts, and finally gave 
up further (lueslioning as usle.ss 

There were two or threee other 
witnesses called wo corroborated 
the prosecutor in every detail, and 
the evidence of the commonwealth 
was closed. 

1 turned toStarry and said : "Well, 
my boy, I don't see that we can do 
anythinn; better than to withdraw 
your plea and ap[)eal to the mercy 
of the court. The «!ase is against 
you, and so far as I umb^rstand it 
you hav(> no defense." 

Stjirry shook his head vehemently.

R<>aching 
(iown to his eet, h(> drew up a mus- 
lin-bound parcel, loosed the cord 
from it and spr(>ad it out carefully 
befiir<^ us on th(> (,'ible. It was his 
silk flan. 

H(» made the sheritV underst;vnd 
that he wanted it, and it had b«>(»n 
obtained for him. He stood now- 
gazing with rapt eyes. People in 



the court-room began to whisper 
and to litter. 

"Hut, Starry," 1 exclaimed im- 
patiently, "the flag won't do you 
any good her<>." 

He gave a nod, and indicated by 
his g(>stures that he wished to ex- 
plain sometliing to the court and 
the jury. I was embarrassed and 
somewhat annoyed. 

A moment later Starry was out in 
the open spiicc within tli(> bar rail- 
ing, holding his flag as the be<irer 
would hold it in a procession, gaz- 
ing on it with a love's devotiim 
shining in his eyes, marching with 
stalely tread back and forth across 
the width of the bar. 

Hunt, sitting in his chair at the 
proseciit tr's luible, turned white and 
clutched his cane nervously. The 
sherifT, catlike, with tense muscles, 
k<*pt his eyes on the prisoner, fully 
believing him to be insane, and 
r(>ad.\ to sei'/e him at ;i mniiu-nt's 
warning. The pcoj)le in the court- 
room .sat molionlessand wonderiiifr.

And 
when the clerk had administered 
the oath thejudge continued : " He 
isd(d'ending himself in the only 
way (lod permiis him to, and his 
defence is p.'rt'eftly legitimate and 
he shall have the ftill prot'clion of 
this('ourl. He can be resir.-iineil 
if ri«tr.«int is necessary." 

Starry, who had halted lor ihe 
moineni, suddenly planUMl his flag 
against t!ie railing of the witness- 
box, steppiMl back and fixed upon 
it his steadfast gaze. 

Hut it wa,s no longer a look of 
lo\«> and protection. Hate shot 
from his eyes, his mouth curled 
with I itterness, wrath dark(Mied 
his face, and his lips moved as if 
in maledictions. At that moment 
hi.s likeni^.'^s to Hunt, at whom he 
was now pointing with fierce en- 
ei^y, was most remarkablT>. 

1 st.irted to my feet in amaze- 
ment as I saw it. Then I realized 
fully the reisons that had influ- 
enced the mind of the judge. 

Hi'fore I c mid gather my wits to- 
jicther, the lad's features charged 
and he was oico more himself. JJ.t> 
clenched his fist, drew back his 
powerful arm and .sent into the air 
a blow that would have felled a 
iraint. 

That .setlliMJ it. The mystery 
was solved, not only for the cotiri 
and counsel, but for the jury and 
sp;>clators as well. Hunt had in 
suited his country's flag, and Slarry 
Vint had punished him for it. 
That was plain to the dullest mind. 

A cheer liurst from the crowd in 
the court-room, and 1. more than 
half ashamed of my former lack of 
comprehension, determined to 
clinch ; he defense on the moment. 
1 ordered the prosecutor to ndurn 
lo the witness-stand. 

"Did you," 1 asked him, "in 
this defendant's presence and he.ir- 
inii, addi(>ss any remarks to the flag 
of the riiited States." 

The man's face was white with 
passion as he answered me. " I 
did," he said sharply, "and if yon 
want to know what I said, I'll tell 
you." 

"Tell us every word." 

" Well sir, I was was a loyal man 
when this government robbed mc 
and stole from me and burned my 
pixiperty, and now refuses, with all 
its wealth, to make good my loss. 
And I'm not afraid to say rinht 
her(> what T s>nd that day in that 
boy's presence, that the flag that 
reprtvsents such a government as 
this is nothing tnit a filthy rag." 

"And the moment you said that 
Slarrv Vim knocked vou down?" 

"lie did." 

" And served yon right! " 

This la.st remark came from an 
impulsive juror who was leaning 
breathlessly over the rail, and who 
' coidd no Itmjjer repress his emotion 
i It bi-ouglit from the excited 
crowd another ch(>er which the 
iinittvl « (Toi-tss of the court and the

tipstaves could 
minutes subdue. 

Hut that was the end of the ease 
ajraiiist St^iriy Viid. Neitlier the 
district attorney nor I addressed the 
jury ; the court made the briefest 
po.ssible chartre, and the jurors with 
one accord and without leaving 
their box, rendered a verdict of ac- 
quittal. 

I want to add that, from that 
time forth, on every Memorial Day, 
Starry Vint his, by special invita- 
tion, headed the pri>i'fssi'>n tind 
carried the big flag. 

And I want to say further that, 
through the generosity of a few 
s;reat-liearted men. the lioy was sent 
to an institution for the dumb. 

Little by little ihepowei of speech 
was acquireii by him, and to-day the 

crazy-mute" of sixteen years ago 
isan honored man in this conimnni- 
ty. — Voiiilis Corupai)H»i. 
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There are always more or less 
pomp and display in Hethlehem at 
Christmas time. Christmas night 
is a night of watching, and few 
people go to bed until the gray 
sti-eaksof dawn are showing in the 
east. Sweetmeats and hard boiled 
eggs ai'e the refreshments, and 
there are bonfires and illumina- 
tions and fireworks. There is a 
jirocession of many pilgrims, h(>ad- 
ed by the FnMicli consul surround- 
ed by eight Knards. On the way 
th(\v are joined by the sheik of 
H.dhlehem iiid prominent people 
of the city. Every one turns out — 
men, women and children — to see 
and gi-eet tin procession with cheers 
There are gorgeous Roni.iii Ca- 
Ihidic ceremonials which last until 
midiuglit, when a lony procession 
carryinjj lighted candh^s ifotw to the 
(irotto of the Nativity. There are 
a cross bearer, monks, churchmen, 
the bishop of .lernsaleni and lay- 
men. The bishop carries in his 
hands a cradle, containint; a waxen 
image o; the infant Christ, all, ol 
course, bedecked with j>old embroid- 
ery and silken clothing, which liede- 
posils in the marble manger, re- 
peating the words, " And liert» the.s 
laid it in ••» manger, becati.se theie 
was no place for them at the inn ' 
The services Irequently last until 
two o'clock. 

Many of the people of Bethlehem 
gain a livelihood by selling to tour- 
ists beads, carved mother of pearl 
shells, small tables, crucifi.xes, cuff- 
buttons made of (dive wood, and 
cards tm which are arranged and 
pressed the flowers of the neiglior- 
hood. These are .sold in great quan- 
titles, jis every tourist is anxious to 
bring away a souvenir of Heth- 
lehem. It was once customary 
for the visitorslo the tombof Christ 
to briiifi away a more lasting memo- 
rial of their visit than the wooden 
or sh«dl ornaments, and this was no 
more or less tli.in to have crosses, 
stars and monograms, nuirked upon 
their luslies with gunpowder. — 
S"/ ir ]'nrk Herald.

not there rampant a narrow pre- 
judice against this, that, and every 
Society, by a certain section of tlu? 
deaf? This prejudice has aways 
numifested itself and the League of 
Elect Surds is uotthe only victim. 
With the advance of tinui pre- 
judice advances; the old societies 
are forced to the wall and new ones 
materialize, till they themselves l)e- 
come objects of envy and are 
forced to give way to "new blood." 
'Twas ever thus, and there is no 
power that (ran stop it. The M. L. 
A. and the Uuion League have felt 
the lerriticetTccts of opposition, aiul 
as the world rolls on this nairow 
])rcjudice nmrtrhes on and Ihewoild 
looks conptemptuously upon the 
deaf as they have nuide themselves 
appear. 

Representatives from the various 
Dailiiis w(ue at the l)all and treated 
it kinkly, but insist that the deaf 
" feel " the music. I do not believe 
two out of a hundred of the <i(eaf 
dance with the music from feeling 
its vibrations. The Press reporter 
uses ail old adage to begin his ac- 
count : "Actions speak loiider 
than words," and further, on says: 
" more than 200 of ilm silent ones 
were presi'iit. Aside from tlu' lack 
of small talk, the function <lilTered 
little from ime of any othei club. 
There were scores of pretty girls, 
dressed in the latest fashions, and 
w(dl-dressed uien dancing to music 
they could not hear. There were 
(rhaperons for some, and anxious 
young lovers who would have gi»'eii 
all they possessed to have been able 
to whisper a few words into the ears 
of their daiu-iiig partners. Mat the 
sign language pi even ted. 

"Occasionally there was soiiu^ 
thing that suggested a little (lirta- 
tion, a t(»nder expr«e»sion, but it was 
on tin? sly. No one could hear it, 
lint all had eyes. A young man, 
who nnule rapid motions of his fln- 
g(MS, indicating that he was charm- 
ed or pleaseil, was liable at any time 
to (hid his best girl on the otherside 
of the room, <|uietly reading his 
thoughts. Then he was likely to 
dis<!over oiu* of his own sex near 
him watching foi' some show of af- 
f(>ction on his part toward his (the 
other man's) pretty partner. 

" The(duip«M'oii. from a seat in the 
gallery, was also in a position to 
reail what was going on. 

" It. was a bad \)\nw for what has 
come to be known as " liainm(<r 
tlirowiiig," liecause it was hanl to 
talk about anylnMly, even though 
that p(M'.sou was too far away to 
hear. 

" A man from the balcony did 
not have to go down stairs to tell a 
partiuer that his was the nexidance. 
He merely caught her eyes and 
signed, 'The next Is mine • 

" No married Inan dar<MHo flirt 
without running long chances of 
delect ion. When a dance was 
started the couples took their places. 
' Two more couples needed for this 
set,' was signaled along the line, 
and the dancers hurried to take 
their jiiaces. The music started, 
and some one in the set watche<l the 
Moor manager He called the 
ligur«>s on the fingers. They were 
signaled iiy some one in the set. 
Tlier(> wer(« a few mix-ups by girls 
going to the right at the wrong 
time, but they were caused by be- 
ginners." 

The Hcrahl, like all the others, 
begins with a reference to the sil- 
ence and the music, for the two are 
never synonymous. It says, in part, 
after the reporter's own ideas : 
"Those who ilaneiMl last evening to 
li>e ' melodies of the tom\' as 
Keats calls it, cared not for the 
s<iu(>aking of fiddles and lh» pleas- 
ings of the lute. The music was 
made with ilrums -snare drums, 
kettle drums and bass drums. 
When the drumsticks fell the vibra- 
tions <^n^ii ahing the floor, and that 
made the music l>y the aid of which 
the Klect Surds capered nimbly. 

" The floor shook an<l they 
danced. You and I could not have 
nolii-ed that the floor was heavinu 
U])and down ami dividing itself into 
nodes, but the deaf-mutes knew it 
and felt it. There were only two 
or three sqnarti dances on the pro- 
gramme. The waltz was the thing 
which was balm to the souls of the 
League of Elect Surds. 

"Those who sat out the dances 
had all sorts of small talk at lh(>ir 
fingers' ends. Some of the Sunls 
can read the s|)oken woi-ds by the 
motion of the spc^aker's lips. 

"A hand.some young woman was 
standing unileran archway, coquet - 
tishly smiling upon a pale young 
man. She couhl re.id the language 
of the lips ; he oouldn't. 

" ' How itrettysho is !'said a by- 
stander. 

" He said it in a loud loni'of voice, 
too, for he was cmbold(>iied liy the 
fad that nobrxly could lu ar a word 
he said. 

"The girl understood, "hough. 
A mischievous look canie into her 
eye. She liiriHul to her escort, and 
Iwistings and lurings of her (lugers 
told what had been said about her. 
He began to talk so fast that his 
fingers looked like white fiashes. 

"'Thinks I am impertinent,' 
remarked he who said, she was 
jirelty. 

"The girl smiled and nodded. 

" Vou are,' she sai<l in a voice 
that was low anil musical, .\<'t had 
a kind of phonograph ring to it. 
She could talk, yet she had never 
heanMhesonnd of her own voice. 

" There were pretty girls there 
who danced as though they floated 



in air. They laughed and flirted 
ami were thoroughlj- happy. The 
music was old and some of it was 
gray. 

"Are they all afflicted?" one of 
the bystanders wrote, and passed 
the note to the most elect Surd of 
all. 

"'Afflicted!" replied the SuwL 
" Who is afflicted?" 

" 'Why, all of you," persisted 
the man who didn't know. 

" 'Nonsense,' continued His 
Lordship, ' we are simply slightly 
inconvenienced. We never speak 
of the lack of hearing an<l speech 
as an affliction. We are just as 
hai)py as hearing [lersons; happier 
j)erhaps, because there is no temp- 
tation to eavesdropping."

the same team. The remainder of 
their team were all niemb«rs of the 
second. The juniors h.-id lo pla.\ 
the full class, while the ducks had 
rtfloen to select their ten from — for 
Ihe tt\ams were tens, not " eleven ". 
From the above summary, one 
would naturally adju<lge the ducks 
tlu> stronger, but this advantage 
was quite naturally counterbalanc- 
ed by their less exj)erience, which 
was shown in numerous fumble^ 
ami lack of team work, while the 
juniors played a more e.ireful and 
skillful game.

operation for appendicitis which he 
underwent late on Sunday night. 
The end was peaceful and he prt^s- 
eil Jiwjiv with his harid elas|a'tl i\> 
thai of his wife, who had been ai 
his beside sintM* early in the mi>rti 
ing. Bish'ip .McLaren, the Rev. E. 
M. stires, Dt. Clinton Ltu'ke 
(iCorgeS. McReynohls, and E. Foi'c 
man, vestrymen of Trinity Church, 
ha<l also been with Dr. Ronse 
thioughont the day. 

Dr. Rouse's death was a great 
shock to his friends .'uul to the 
memlx'rs of Iris congivgation. His 
illness had scarcely bectune k;:)owu 
to his friends la-fore death followed 
and to hundreds of his parishioners 
(he news of his demise was the ftisl 
intimation that he had been dan 
gerously ill. 

Dr. Rou».e r<ee<v^nixed his friends. 
but was unable to concentrate his 
mind on anything. The two phvsi 
ciaiis said there was no hope, 
brt^athing was difficult, and ox>-. .. 
was adminislei-ed to him to main- 
tain life. Aliout two o'clock in the 
afternotui Dr. Billings said he jlid 
not think the patient would live an 
hour. Bishop McLaren, Dr. Lta'ke 
and Mr. Stitesaml the other friends 
rcpairetl to the chapel and held a 
shttrt prayer service. When thev 
returned to the Iwdchamber Dr 
Rouse's condititm was unchanged, 
and as thi> day faded and his pulse 
showed no tliminution, antl his 
body retained it« warmth, hope 
sprang up in place of despair m,.! 
even the physicians said tl 
might fight through tlie sIkik. 
though they looked doubtfully up- 
on the .sick man. But the hope was 
delusive, and in the early evening 
he ])as,sed away.

Dr. Rouse was personally known

chapel and Parish House for nearly 
two year pjist. He ci^rdlally wel- 
comed it to his parish when old St.
